Nall offers alternative plan 
to clean up water in EAA

Local farmers are fed up with the state and its 
3 to” 6 hundred million dollar clean-up plan. In a 
meeting last Friday of the Everglades 
Agricultural Area Environmental Protection 
District (EAAEPD), Bob Buker, vice president of 
corporate affairs of United States Sugar 
Corporation said, “Don't tell us how to grow 
sugar cane and we won't tell you how to grow 
sawgrass!” 

The comment was made after the board 
listened to an alternate plan submitted by Kent 
Loftin of the Searcy Corporation, an engineering 
firm. 

Mr.*Loftin, assisted by various charts and 
grafts, gave one of the mêst comprehensive 
engineeriùg studies presented to date, according 
to James Nall, board member of the South 
Florida Water Management District (SFWMD). 
"Nobody speaks for the taxpayers," said Mr. 
Nall. 5 

Mr. Nall outlined problems with the 
Everglades SWIM Plan settlement. 

Mr. Nall said, " The agreement was made 
behind closed doors, in secret and we have-no 
idea of just how many different plans were 
looked at or.if any others were considered at all. 

"The Everglades SWIM Plan does not solve 
high priority problems for the protection of the 
Everglades, and it places undue burden on 
urban and rural taxpayers," he explained. 

Nall opposed the Everglades SWIM Plan 
Settlement as the sole dissenter in a 6:1 vote 
last July 26th. Since then, he has been 
explaining four problem areas leading.to his

opposition as well as offering an alternative 
restoration plan, 

"When I go back to the coast today I'll be like 
Diogenes hunting for another honest man,” he 
concluded. 

The, idea presented to the board last Friday 
encompassed a simple idea. "When the 
plumbing is messed up you have to fix it,” said 
Mr, Nall , "and that’s what this plan is all 
about.” 

Accordinig to Mr. Loftin, this kind of diversion 
can remove up to 1/3 of the current levels of 
phosphorous from the water without affecting 
the necessary amount of water needed to 
support the Everglades. 

The state argues that is not enough and 
actually wants the water purer than rain water, 
according to Mr. Buker of U.S. Sugar. 

"Chancés are that people will not read about 
this alternate plan in the newspapers or on 
television," said Mr. Buker. “They've already 
made up their minds and are going to print 
what they want.” 

This plan is also much less expensive, an 
estimated cost of 1 hundred million as opposed 
to the 3 to 6 hundred million being forced on the. 
farmers by Tallahassee according to Mr. Nall. 

What this will mean in the end, if the current 
plan is followed, is another blow to the Glades in 
loss of jobs and the loss of two sugar mills 
including flooded farmland where vegetables are 
grown. z 

The impact would run the loss of 
approximately 30,000 seasonal jobs including 
dependents would affect 70,000 peoplè, 
according to Mr. Buker with U.S. Sugar.

South Bay Commissioners 
voted Tuesday night to pursue 
an immigration processing 
center to be built in the city. 

City Manager Lester Baird 
said the proposed site is on 4

"This facility will be for 
people who have fled their 
country for economic or 
political reasons. This site will 
be used to detain them tempor- 
arily while their status is being 
determined," he said. 

Commissioners agreed to 
enter into a contract with 
National Corrections Corpor- 
ation (NCCI) of Boynton Beach 
on behalf of the U.S. 
Immigration and Naturali- 
zation Service to look into the 


possibility of getting the 
detention center. 

The city expects the facility, 
which will house up to 1,000 
illegal immigrants, to employ 
300 people, many from South 
Bay. 

Robert Turner, President for 
NCCI, said there is no cost to 
the city to pursue the project. 

"There is a desperate need of 
additional places for people to 
stay,” he told the commission, 
"and this could be substantial 
revenue for the city.” 

He said similar facilities are 
in Houston, Texas, Laredo and 
the largest is the Krome 
Avenue Detention and Depor- 
tation Center in Miami. 

"This is a very good project 
and it could be a major boost to 
our economy,” said- Mayor 
Clarence Anthony. "This is 
something we should pursue.”

the SFWMD meetings on 
Wednesday and Thursday. The 
buses will leave the Belle Glade 
Winn Dixie par kipg lot at 8 
a.m. and will return after noon 
on both days. Mr, Cooper urges 
every citizen to attend the 
meetings and to sign up to be 
heard by the SFWMD Board of 
Governors. 

Clewiston Chamber Execu- 
tive Secretary Nancy Ehlinger 
said if enough Clewiston area 
residents expressed an interest, 
the Chamber would also 
provide a charter bus to the 
meetings from the Clewiston 
area. 

"There are 49,000 people in 
the area from Clewiston 
around the lake to Pahokee,” 
said Mr. Cooper. "All of them 
are dependent on agriculture 
for a living.” 

The adoption. of the 
Everglades SWIM Plan affects 
each and every individual in 
the Glades. area, he said. 
Current projections say that 
between 10,000 and 15,000 jobs 
will be lost, and that many of 
our area farmers will be forced 
out of business. 

“Why should you attend?” 
asks one circular being 
distributed, "Chairman of the 
South Florida Water Manage- 
‘ment District Governing Board, 
Allan Milledge, has said 
publi¢ly*that losing jobs to 
protect the Everglades is 
acceptable. Additionally, he 
recently accused U.S. Sugar of 
trying to scare Glades residents 
with predictions of lost jobs,” is 
the circular’s answer. 

Mr. Milledge issued the 
statement on scaring Glades 
residents last week. Jt was 
reported in articles published 


“on the Associated Press wire 


service.-In addition to accusing 
U.S. Sugar of trying to. scare 
local residents, he said "What it 
does is stir up those people who 
have no ability to control the ` 
results. This kind of hysterical 
talk is just destructive.” 

Mr. Cooper, however, said he 
doesn't feel the talk is 
hysterical and he wants to have 
a say in how government 
operates. 

"I think the message from the 
Chairman of the Board is bad,” 
Mr. Cooper said. "We think we 
ought to have some say in the 
results.”

We didn't believe it could 
happen. We never thought 
that farming in South Florida 
would be put out of business by 
the government. We thought 


that the state was fighting the 


verglades lawsuit on our 
behalf. We were wrong. 

Instead we find the state has 
offered up the farmer as the 
scapegoat to ward off attacks 
from the federal government. 

Following secret negotiations 
between the State of Florida 
and the United States Attor- 
ney's Office, vegetable and 
sugarcane growers in the 
Glades may be forced to pay for 
costly “restoration” of the 
Everglades. Fifty-eight square 
miles of valuable farm land will 
be confiscated by the state and 
flooded to "protect" the 
Everglades. We have been 
forced to become "information 
poachers,” hiring our own 
scientists to try to determine 
the scientific data on which the 
Everglades restoration plan is 
based. The government has 
thwarted our efforts, threaten- 
ing to arrest our scientists and 
confiscate their equipment - 
just as if it were alligators we 
were poaching and not informa- 
‘ion we sought. 

From the beginning there 
has been an underlying current 
of unreasonableness on the 
part of government. It began 
with the federal lawsuit over 


Everglades and now is carried 
by state departments and 
agencies. Although four courts 
have ordered the state and 
federal government to release 
the information on the 
scientific basis for the restora- 
tion plan, to date the govern- 
ment has refused. 

The government is ready to 
insist that the water leaving 
our farms have less 
phosphorous content than rain, 
water we get from Lake 
Okeechobee or even the water 
fountains at the state Capitol. 
It is unreasonable to mandate 
that we do better than God or 
Mother Nature at providing 
phosphorous-free water. It is 
just not right. Under the new 
guidelines, it would be illegal to 
pour a bottle of Perrier into the 
Everglades. 

Over the past few years 
environmentalists and govern- 
ment officials have changed 
their terminology so that 
phosphorous is now a dirty 
word. Phosphorous is a basic 
ingredient in life. It is 
necessary to maintain life. 
When did we replace the word 
polluted with the word 
phosphorous ? 

When will the government 
realize that agriculture is the 
backbone of this state ? We 
can't take much more. 

The proposed Everglades 
SWIM Plan will mean the 
immediate loss of operation for 


immediate loss of operation for 
two sugar mills in the Glades, 
decreasing production by a 
minimum of 20 percent. 
Between 10,000 and 15,000 
jobs will be lost. 

Since we can’t rely on our 
government for help, it's time 
we help ourselves. We must 
band together, not just the 
farmers, but all residents of the 
Glades who depend on the land 
for a living. This means 
everyone - the farmer, the 
merchant and all the citizens 
alike. Join us at the South 
Florida Water Management 
Board of Governors meeting in 
West Palm Beach on Wednes- 
day, March 11, and Thursday, 
March 12.

Many of the citizens lived in 
the Pahokee Housing Authority 
where Mr. Jackson worked as 


the .supervisor and by 
supporting him in the effort 
they realized they faced the 
possibility of being put out of 
their homes to possibly live on 
the streets. 

Some were laid off from their 
jobs, and this went on for so 
long until some of the citizens 
called what was happening at 
the Housing Authority an in- 
house struggle, just as a 
husband would have between 
himself and his wife.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla.—The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
Jasksonville District, will hold two public information meetings March 17- 
18 to address plans for management activities on Lake Okeechobee in 
the coming year. The Corps directs the federally-funded aquatic plant 


management program on the lake. 


The March 17th meeting will be held in Belle Glade at the Bolle Glade 
City Hall. On March 18th, the meeting will be held in Okeechobee at the 
Okeechobee Civic Center. Both meetings are scheduled from 7-9 p.m. 


Representatives from the Florida Department of Natural Resources, 
the University of Florida's Center for Aquatic Plants, Florida Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commission, Florida Department of Environmental 
Regulation, and the United States Department of Agriculture will be 
present, Representatives from the South Florida Water Management 
District, which conducts treatment operations under an agreement with 
the Corps will also attend the meetings. 


The Corps will give a presentation on the current status of the aquatic 
plants and the lake areas scheduled for upcoming treatment. In addition, 
a SFWMD herbicide applicator will give a presentation on the duties and 
responsibilities of a herbicide applicator on Lake Okeechobee. 


Problem aquatic plant species infesting the lake are hydrilla, water 
lettuce and water hyacinth. Severe infestations of these exotic aquatic 
plants can interfere with boating, fishing, navigation, flood control and 
water quality management, but due to recent management efforts, 
floating aquatic plants are at very low population levels.
